energy? The nineteenth and early twentieth centuries saw the 
gradual humanization of war; in five years this progress, as well 
as1;hat of many preceding generations, was wiped out. 
This reversal to barbarism was due to the German delusion 
that the measure they took would be justified by success. Their 
military commander? acted upon the theory that terrorism was 
a form of strategy. Every atrocity had its military purpose, 
whether it was the bombing of field hospitals and unfortified 
cities or the sinking of hospital ships. Germany's prime mili- 
tary object was to win the battle, the campaign, and the war, 
and no rule that stood in the way was observed for a moment. 
The rules that did get observed were those which were of 


mutual advantage to both sides. For instance, prisoners were 
not generally killed in cold blood, since to do so was to bring 
about swift retaliation; but under battle conditions prisoners 
were occasionally killed by both sides. No battles were lost 
thru humanitarian scruples. Had the war continued, and had it 
been evident that it could have been won only by deluging Lon- 
don or Berlin with poison gas, that^act would doubtless have 
been attempted. If a similar crisis ever occurs, who can doubt 
that all rules of warfare that stand in the way of victory will be 
cast aside, just as well-bred people caught in burning theatres 
have been known to throw aside both courtesy and humanity in 
the blind effort to escape? 


The conference can agree not to manufacture submarines 
^ or the means for employing poison gas in warfare. It can also, 
~ by a frank agreement on this point, direct public opinion against 
any nation which dares to use poison gas in war, at least against 
civilians. But the only way to make sure that war will not be

W. Chancy and others has been a highly important contribu- 
tion. It is plain that nobody with an intelligence above that of 
barbarians who delight to blot out learning could desire to 
destroy the Monthly Labor Review. Yet a few congressmen 
who hate blindly anything which bears the word "labor"'were
